AMI—The defense attorney for one of the nine defendants 
indicted on charges of illegally exporting warplanes for Israel told 
The Post this week that the federal district attorney’s office was 
trying to inject a communist issue into the case. 

Louis A Sabatino, attorney for Charles T. waver of Miami, 


the first defendnt to surrender on 
grand jury charges, said that 
assistant district attorney Fred 
W. Botts had accused Winters of 
“dealing with the Russians and 
therefore Subject to grave sus- 
picion.” 

Sabatino, in an exclusive state- 
ment, said his client would not 
plead guilty. 

The federal warrants charged 
that the nine defendants were 
members of an international ring 
of smugglers which has been fur- 
nishing bombers and guns to 
Israeli forces, 

21 Co-Conspirators 

The grand jury named 21 
others as co-conspirators but 
they will not be brought to trial. 

The nine are specifically 
charged with transporting three 
B-17 Flying Fortresses to Pales- 
tine via Czechoslovakia on last 
dune 11. 

(Two Detroit Jewish youth, 
former members of the U. S. 
Army Air Force, charged this 
week that an alleged smuggling 
and recruiting fring existed. 
They said they had served with 
the Israeli air force for six 
months. 

Sabatino said that Botts had 
charged that “the planes were 
flown behind the Iron Curtain 
manifestly under such circum- 
stances that they were part of a 
deal with our mortal enemy.” 

Charges Smokescreen 

“I feel this is a smokescreen to 
build up public sentiment against 
the defendants on the Russian 
issue,” Sabatino said. “People 
in this community know that I 
am bitterly anti-ccommunist and 
that I would never have taken 
the case if Winters was “dealing 
with the Russians.” The accu 
sations are rediculous and with- 
out basis.” 

He said he was certain that 
no evidence would be produced 
to back up the charges and said 
there was nothing in the indict- 
ment “that referred to Rus- 
sia, Stalin or the Iron Curtain.” 

He said that if “this Russian 
Smokescreen set up by Botts con- 
tinues,” he would ask that the 
case be transfered to another 
district,

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Agreement Ends Split In Fund-Raising 


OPPOSITION GROUP WINS FIGHT 
TO TRIM ZOA CONTROL OF UPA

-An agreement reached in an all-night session this week ended the split in the ranks 


of major U. S. Jewish fund-raising organizations that had threatened two drives for Israel in 1949 and 
set the stage for a united 1949 campaign. 
Negotiators represented the Committee of Contributors and Workers, now the Committee of Con- 


tributors; the Zionist Organization of 


The Commitiee of Contributors, 
made up of some of the largest 
givers to the Palestine funds, 
joined ir. Pittsburgh last month 
to battle for less ZOA control 
over UPA funds. 

The terms of the agreement 
provided that all funds collec- 
ted for Israel through the 
United Jewish Appeal will be 
sent directly to the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund and the Palestine 
Foundation Fund offices in Is- 
rael, 

Under arragnements' which 
have been in effect for many 
years and which were the target 
of Committee of Coniributors 
charges the funds were turned 
over to JNF and Palestine Foun- 
dation Fund offices in New York, 
and then transmitted to Israel, 

Shapiro Will Run Show 

It could not be learned authori- 
tatively but it was assumed that 
Henry Montor whose resignation 
as executive director of the UPA 
touched off the upheaval, will not 
be returned to his post and that 
Harry Shapiro will head the UPA 
campaign next year. 

' Shapiro, formerly executive dir- 
ector of the American Zionist 
Emergency Council, was named 
to succeed Montor, leading to a 
resignation of five members of 
the working staff of the UJA. 

Herman Weisman, acting na- 
tional chairman of the UPA, said 
he was “pleased and delighted 
that a re-united UPA would be 
part of the 1949 United Jewish 
Appeal.” 

The first negotiation session 
was held last week. The Com- 
mittee of Contributors was rep- 
resented by Abraham Feinberg of 
New York, its chairman; Joseph 
Shulman, secretary; Fred Monos- 
son of Boston; Harold Golden- 
berg of Mineapolis and Samuel 
Rothberg of Peoria. 

Negotiators Listed 

The ZOA was represented by 
president Emanuel Neumann and 
Weisman. Speaking for the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Welfare Funds 
were Edwin Rosenberg, chairman 
of the United Service for New 
Americans, a UJA agency; Harry 
Lurie, executive director of the 
CJFW and Philip Bernstein. 

The Post learned that the 
first session proved fruitless 
and was adjourned until the 
Monday meeting which lasted 
through the night. Agreement 
finally was reached at 6 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

The CJWF had been negotiat- 
ing steadily with both sides since 
the split was first disclosed. 

It could not be learned speci- 
fically but it was assumed that 
the agreement meant cancellation 
of a meeting of local welfare 
funds called in Atlantic City for 
Dec. 11-12, by the COC. 

The UJA had originally picked 
Dec. 12 for a meeting to set the 
national 1949 quota in Atlantic 
City and tentatively cancelled 
that meeting after learning of the 
“OC announcement. It was as-

sumed that the meeting would 
go ahead on a reconstituted basis. 

Weisman had also announced 
a meeting of the 103 welfare 
funds to implement a decision at 
a recent UPA conference in Chi- 
cago to give the local funds one- 
third representation on the UPA 
board. No date for that meeting 
was. announced at the time and it 
was not learned what the effect of 
the new agreement would be on 
the one-third representation pro- 
posal.

No Link Claimed 

Though many leading members 
of the COC also are members of 
the CPZ, the formal opposition 
to the present ZOA leadership, 
COC members have insisted there 
is no connection between the two 
groups, 

The CPZ demand was announ 
ced by Charles J. Rosenbloom of 
Pittsburgh, chairman of the CPZ 
executive group, who announced 
complete endorsement of the 
COC’s demands. The CPZ demand 
was signed by four former ZOA 
presidents—Judge Louis E. Levin:

S. Wise. 

The basic link between the two 
groups was their opposition to 
dominance by the present ZOA 
leadership.

NEW YORK—(NJP)—A vigorous bid was launched this week 
for financial support from American Jews for the new Irgun politi- 
cal party, The Freedom Movement, as Menachim Beigen, Irgun 
commander, arrived in New York for a 10-day fund-raising tour 


of the U. S. 

Statements issued by “The 
Reception Committee for Mr. 
Menachim Beigen” described the 
tour as “A good will mission to 
the United States.” 

The statements, in full-page ads 
in New York dailies, heralded 
the 35-year-old chief of the now- 
disbanded Irgun as “the logical 
and natural candidate for prime 
minister in the coming elections 
in Israel.” 

The advertisements said the 
reception committee was made up 
of 1,000 distinguished Americans 
from all walks of life.’ Names 
on the list indicated that the visit 
is being sponsored by the Ameri- 
can League for a Free Palestine, 
formerly chief U. S. Bergson 
front for the Irgun. 

Your Independents 

A League spokesman told The 
Post, however, that the Beigen 
tour was being undertaken inde- 
pendently. 

League informants in Phila- 
delphia told The Post that 
Beigen will be a guest at a din-

rally Dec. 8. 

Joseph Liss, executive dircetor 
of the Philadelphia League of- 
fice told The Post that th 
sponsoring cmmittee in Phila.

‘Asked To Join Affiliation Drive 


SAN FRANCISCO—AIl congregations in San Francisco were 
invited this week to participate in a city-wide campaign to enroll 
wnaffiliated Jews. 

Harvey H. Wing, president of Congregation Beth Israel, which 
is issuing the invitation, said plans call for launching of the cam- 
paign after Jan 1. He said there are thousands of unaffiliated fam- 
ilies in this city. 

“The Jewish religious pattern of our community seems to 
make those who are members of a congregation a minority 
group or exceptions,” Wing said. “‘This* problem can be met if 
we as congregations band together for the purpose of conduct- 
ing an organized and intensive campaign to enroll every family 
in a congregation of their own choosing.” 

A meeting of Congregational representatives will be called next 
week to explore fully and effectively just how to accomplish this 
task. 

Wing said a basic feature of the Beth Israel proposal is emphasis 
on all-year-round affiliation and activity, not just for the High Holy 
Days.

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Peace Talks Killed 
By UN, Say Israeli 


PARIS—Israeli sources at the 
United Nations charged this 
week that Security Council evac- 
uation orders to Israel had 
brought the collapse of Israel- 
Arab peace talks. 

The two Arab countries which 
were talking peace, an Israeli 
spokesman said, broke off the 
talks to see what would happen. 
He said that the collapse was a 
perfect example of encourage- 
ment to Arab agression by the 
UN. 

Though he did not identify the 
countries, a procedure followed 
by Israel Prime Minister David 
Ben-Curion last week, it was un- 
derstood that Egypt and Trans- 
jordan were the  peace-seeking 
states. 

Ben-Gurion said that contacts 
had been made with two Arab 
countries but emphasized that 
the talks had not reached the 
stage of negotiations. 

The Israeli spokesman at the 
UN said that Israeli representa: 
tives who had participated in the 
peace taiks had left Paris for Tel 
Aviv, 





Argentine Jews 
Squabble Over Leaders 


BUENOS AIRES, (JTA)—The 
need for unity in the Argentine 
Jewish community was stressed 
here by Dr. Ricardo Dubrovsky, 
president of the DATA, at a press 
conference held on the even of 
the General Assembly of the or- 
ganization which took place here 
this week. The DAIA, which is 
the central representation body of 
the Jews of Argentina, represents 
more than 100 institutions, he am- 
phasized, and has been in exis- 
tence for more than ten years, 

Dr. Dubrovsky strongly critic- 
ized the establishment of the Jew- 
ish Institute for Culture and In- 
formation, which announced a 
program similar to that of the 
DAIA. The creation of such a 
new body consitutes a breach of 
discipline in the organized life of 
Argeninte Jewry, he charged. He 
emphasized that the founders of 
the Institute should have tried 
“to impose their views by demo- 
eratic means” if they were dis- 
satisfied with the DAIA leader- 
ship. 

At the same time, Dr. Dubrov- 
sky denied that rivalry exists be- 
tween the DAIA and the newly 
ereated pro-Peronist Jewish or- 
ganization OIA. The DAIA, he 
said, is a non-political body, while 
the OIA has a definite political 
policy. He emphasized that dur- 
ing the joint visit which represen- 
tatives of both Jewish groups 
paid recently to President Peron, 
the delegates of the OIA told 
Peron that the DAIA represents 
all Argentine Jews. 





Rumanians Won't Halt 
JDC Cooperatives 

BUCHAREST — (JTA) — The 
Rumanian government has noti- 
fied all credit cooperatives es- 
tablished in this country by the 
Joint Distribution Committee 
that they may continue with 
their regular programs. The noti- 
fication was contained in a mes- 
Sage stating that the coopera- 
tives were not affected by a de- 
cree of last August 13 dissolving 
all banks and private credit in- 
stitutions in Rumania. 

Dr. E. Costiner, manager of the 
Rumanian office of the JDC, and 
a representative of the Jewish 
Democratic Committee were in- 
formed of this decision at a talk 
with officials of the National In- 
stitute of Cooperatives. Dr. Mos- 
tiner, however, asserted that 
henceforth cooperatives will not 
be permitted to extend credit to 
businessmen.

THREE NEW BOOKS HELP EXPLAIN 
WHY ISRAELI BEAT THE ARABS

HAD intentions of prefacing my remarks on Ruth Gruber’s book 
in a certain vein and so I asked her to have tea with me, But 
now that I read the Sunday English page of the DAY, I see that 
Abraham G. Duker has beat me to it. Rather than compete with gal. 
lantry, I shall quote him: 

“Dr. Ruth Gruber, a comely scholar turned journalist, has been 
to many odd places, including the Soviet Arctic and our own as. 
where, it is told, she sought a refuge for Jews. — 
She also brought to this country the refugees ‘lib- 
erated’ via the scandalous route of the Oswego 
Camp political machinations,” etc. 

Except for a certain adjective which I could 
easily have thought of without Abe’s help, I am 
grateful to him for the succinct account of Ruth's © 
history. I once startled Ruth by telling her she 
was a Zionist. I had the same experience with 
Saul Padover of PM. Like a whole group of Ameri- 
can Jewish intellectuals, Ruth arrived at Zionist : 
conclusions not through Zionist propaganda but theotigh. perscull 
experiences with the problems created by the war. “Destination 
Palestine” just published (Current Books, New York) is a brief 
dramatic account of the most important of those experiences, 

It is the story of the Exodus 1947, as she saw it in Haifa, 
in Cyprus, in,Port du Bouc and in other places. It is only 128 
pages and it has a number of photographs. You will have to 
read it to understand one of the major forces behind the pres- 
ent struggle and the present victories in Israel. 

The scholar that is Dr. Gruber does not occur in the book. Only 
the reporter, a very good reporter, with warm human understand. 
ing, with sympathy and with an ability to record what she saw and 
heard in lucid felicitous style. 

The incident of Exodus 1947 is also treated in another book, 
“The Birth of Israel,” by Jorge Garcia Granados (Alfred A. Knopf, 
New York). You will find it in chapter 17 of his book. 


IT WAS MY ORIGINAL INTENTION to deal in this column 
with three recent books on Palestine—those of Ruth Gruber, George 
Fielding Eliot and Granados. But that is exactly what Abe Duker 
has done in his column. It is too obvious. 

“By blood-and fire Judea fell. By blood and fire Judea shall 
be restored.” 

Thirty-five years ago this slogan (in Hebrew) decorated the 
walls of the quarters of the Hashomer, the Jewish guards out of 
whose organization later emerged the Haganah and subsequently 
the Army of Israel. Today every dispatch from Palestine tells the 
truth in these words. But the Hebrew slogan is rarely mentioned. 
And the poet’s name even less. That poet, the man who first uttered 
those words, is here on a visit. His name is Jacob Cahan—or, as 
he insists, with scholastic meticulousness—Ya’aqov Cahan, 

I had occasion to mention his name in this space some time 
ago when I told of my meeting with him at the death anniversary 
of Abraham Jacob Stybel. 

Cahan was born in White Russia in 1881, was removed to Lodz, 
Poland, by his parents at the age of 10, studied in Berne, in Munich 
and in Paris and has lived as a adult in Poland and in Israel (in 
Israel] since 1930). 

He has written voluminously, beginning with lyric poetry 
in his youth and continuing with historic plays, besides schol- 
arly dissertations and short stories. He has been an editor, 2 
teacher and educational organizer and an active Zionist worker. 
to me he is best known for the exquisitely musical and sensitive 
lyric poetry on which I literally intoxicated myself in my youth. 

I met him twice since he came. He is, in his person, a fine 
representative of that happy merger of the traditional East Euro 
pean scholar with the best of the Western scholar—a scholar and 
a gentleman,

Coinciding with the publica- 
tion of the Detroit story was the 
report from Miami that a federal 
grand jury has indicted 10 Ameri- 
rans accused of plotting to smug- 
gle arms and warplanes to Pal- 
estine. 

Like Paris Story 

John J. Najduch, the NEWS 
reporter, was careful to point out 
that the information by the two 
pilots substantiated the figures 
and details discdosed the week 
pefore by a deserter in Paris. The 
Paris story got extensive head- 
line attention in the U. S. press. 

The Detroiters said they were 
recruited at a reunion of Jewish 
airmen at a Dexter boulevard 
hall, where a Haganah soldier 
asked the 300 who were present 
to join the Israeli army. They 
said they were promised $280 a 
month plus allotments for their 
families. 

Technique Outlined 

They said after they joined, 
they were sent to New York 
where they were given applica- 
tion blanks for passports, to 
which wre attached letters from 
an export firm which stated that 
the members of the firm knew the 
men for several years. 

One of the informants said he 
“saw Russian officers” at Cavetz 
airfield in Czechoslovakia, and 
miteases of ammunition and guns 
put on board planes to go to Pal- 
estine.

ZOA Support of Dewey 
Rapped By Democrats 


PHILADELPHIA—The Jewish 
Community Relations Council 
took no action this week on com- 


plaints by local Democrats on the 
extensive political activity by 
several Zionist Organization of 
America leaders for Gov. Dewey. 

The JCRC had formulated a 
code of ethics to be followed in 
political campaigns which for- 
bade the use of Jewish support 
injected into campaigns on a 
religious basis. 


A JCRC spokesman told The 
Post that the Zionist members 
had not violated the code. He 
said they had based their activity 
for Dewey on his quoted state- 
ments ‘aLout Israel and President 
Truman’s alleged backsliding on 
the same issue and that hence no 
purely religious issues were in- 
volved.

I Think As I Please 


JEWISH READERS MUST READ 
THEIR PRESS WITH SPECIAL CARE

NE who follows Jewish news of the day as it is reflected in the 

columns of this or other Jewish papers, must be depressed 

by the inordinate amount of bickering and strife which appears te 
characterize Jewish public life. Organizations battle each other, 
committees hurl charges, individuals sound off in bitterness and 
rancor, and the total picture is hardly a pleasant one. 

To be sure these scenes may be but a reflection of conditions in 
the world at large. The international situation is hardly an encour 
aging example of amity, brotherhood and good-will. Yet we would 
like to see Jewish communal affairs conducted on a level-of greater 
dignity and moral restraint. 

It is particularly painful to note the bitterness and venom 
with whith accusations are made, and the maliciousness with 
which sly insinuations are injected into the public mind. Per- 
sonal feuds are exagerated into great conflicts in which truth, in- 
tegrity and principles are often sacrificed to satisfy the lowest 
vindictive desires. 

We find people otherwise intelligent and sociable consumed by 
passionate hate, and utilizing their influence in positions of lead 
ership or responsibility to promote suspicion and discord. There 
is a sad lack of true charity, tolerance, patience, humility.

THE STATE OF AFFAIRS seems to call for a dual responsi- 
bility. One is on the part of the reader, who must become more 
critical and discerning. He should weigh the news. He should ques 
tion what ulterior motives are being served by high-sounding de- 
nunciation. He should view with suspicion the man who beats his 
chest with thumping pride, while he points an accusing finger at a 
neighbor or colleague. And he should learn to differentiate between 
the provocative statement, designed to arouse public passion, and 
the voice of legitimate defense, seeking to defend itslf against scur- 
rilous mud-slinging. 

The second responsibility rests with the press and its editors. 
There appears to be a mistaken notion, which the editors of the 
Jewish Post sometimes share, that it is good journalism to print 
all the scandal and conflict on the grounds that only in this way 
will matters be dragged out into the light of day. As a matter of 
fact, this is the very sort of publicity which the mud-slingers and 
the false accusers thrive on. 

Neither is it good journalism to headline these internal fights, 
week after week until the average reader gets the impression that 
there is nothing to Jewish life but squabbles and disagreements. 
By no means do 1 advocate the suppression of such news—but 
surely there must be a healthier sense of proportion than is now 
sometimes displayed. 

The Jewish Post is read by thousands of young people in 
Religious Schools and homes. On the basis of the emphasis 
given to this news in the Post these young folks are going to 
receive a warped and twisted conception of American Jewish 
life. The same is true of thoysands of families who get no other 
periodical, and rely solely on the Post for their understanding 
of Jewish life.

THERE IS MUCH THAT IS GOOD and beautiful and valuable 
and censtructive in the Jewish news, but from .the editorial poimt 
of view it may not be dramatic journalism. It is not as easily dis- 
played under juicily provocatve headlines. But it is likewise the 
responsibility of the editor to determine whether he is conducting 
a yellow sheet, for the purpose of digging up all the mud and filth 
he can find in the American Jewish community, or whether he is 
seeking to promote in his readers balanced, well proportioned um 
derstanding of love fer Jewry and Judaism.

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Science Examines 


YALE STUDENTS FAVOR RELIGION 
BUT ONLY FOR OTHER JEWS

OTH in practice and theory, all college students are generally 
believed to be steadily more disinterested in religion, a fact 


which has produced many a sermon from U. S. pulpits. 


The problem in measuring whether that is true of Jewish col- 


lege students—and just how true—is complicated by a unique fact. 


Jewish religious life is theory, 
custom, tradition and to some ex- 
tent culture. The synagogue is of 
course more than a house of wor- 
ship. 

A very careful study of “The 
Jewish Student at Yale: His atti- 
tude toward Judaism” by Meyer 
Greenberg, sought the answers 
in a context that recognized this 
fact. Hence his study (in the 
YIVO Annual of Jewish Social 
Science, Vol. 1, 1946) has some 
important answers to that ques- 
tion. 

Most From Religious Homes 

Greenberg Opened this part of 

his study by noting, that “al- 
though all but nine per cent come 
from homes with religious affilia- 
tion, it is clear that religion is 
rapidly losing its hold upon them, 
both in practice and in theoretic 
acceptance.” 
_ He also found that on the 
whole his 74 Jewish subjects 
had little theoretical objection 
to religion and its institutid@ns. 
He found very little of “the 
crusading spirit against relig- 
jon which was so common 
among youth after the first 
world war.” 

For instance, only eight per 
cent accepted the proposition that 
science has made religion super- 
fluous. A majority—51 per cent— 
reject the proposition that the 
value of Jewish religion has been 
exaggerated. A majority of 54 
per cent agreed that religion 
gives real meaning to life and an 
overwhelmingly majority of 82 
per cent strongly reject the thesis 
that the synagogue is a parasite 
on society. 

Very Good—For Others 

Sixty per cent consider the Jew- 
ish religion to be a _ powerful 
agency for the promotion of both 
individual and social righteous- 
mess and a surprising 77 per 
cent agree that prayers have val- 
ue. Sixty-nine per cent agree that 
religion should concern itself with 
the social and economic problems 
of our times. 

The group—ironically enough 
recognizes the vital importance 
to the preservation of Judaism 
of religious observance. (The 
irony is in the fact, noted earlier 
in these reports, that these stu- 
dents do not practice this

preachment themselves). 

Half of the students agree that 
the abandonment of the observ- 
ance of certain customs and rit- 
uals—Yom Kippur, Passover, diet- 
ary laws, ritual circumcision— 
would lead to the disintegration 
of Jewish life. 

That such attitudes apparent- 

ly are meant for the other fel- 

low is indicated by student opin- 
ion on the need for personal re- 
ligious observance. Less than 
one in three believes that syn- 
agogue affiliation is indispens- 
able for normal living as a Jew. 

Almost half look on synagogue 

attendance as unnecessary for 

members of the Jewish group. 

In the opinion of two-thirds, 
moreover, a personal code of eth- 
ics is enough for a Jew. Less than 
one in five insists on the need for 
traditional religious practices in 
addition to the expression of eth- 
ical principles, 

In A Nutshell 

In sum, the students “are gen- 
earally tolerant of religion and 
do not oppose it for those who 
wish to observe, but they are 
lacking in interest personally.” 
As one student put it: “to people 
who believe in God and prayer, 
prayers are of great value.” 

As to views on God, traditional 
ideas carry little weight and only 
a minority accept the views of 
their fathers upon beliefs that 
were once considered fundamen- 
tals of Juadism. 

Very few students still cling 
to the belief in a personal God, 
but few also deny the existence 
of some force in the’ universe. 
Doubt rather than _ rejection 
“seems to characterize most of 
this generation of Jewish college 
students.” To which the foot- 
note might be added that this is 
probably true of college students 
in general. 

They are Enlightened 

As to miracles, immortality and 
the belief in the literal truth of 
the Bible, the findings are what 
might be expected—almost total 
rejection.

proposition—three per cent—was 
the smallest of any minority re- 
sponse to any question in the sur- 
vey. 

Here the reaction stems from 
something in addition to rejec- 
tion of theological ideas, as in- 
dicated in this typical reaction: 
“To say that Jews are superior 
is to bring up a master race 
theory.” 

However, 34 per cent are ready 
to agree that Jews have made 
proportionately greater contribu- 
tions to the modern arts and sci- 
ences than any other group, a 
rather surprising figure on a sim- 
ple issue of fact. 


Other Issues, Too 

The final statement on _ the 
questionnaire concerned the mat- 
ter of the traditional Jewish prin- 
ciple of chastity in Jewish life. 
Here there was a neat balance: 
42 favored stressing of personal 
chastity as a religious principle 
and 41 per cent opposed. 

Greenberg regards this as an 
encouraging report. A, compara- 
tive study in the general college 
population indicated that as 
many as 52 per cent of college 
men in their junior and senior 
years were not chaste. In the 
same study, 78 per cent approved 
of sex relations outside of mar- 
riage. 

It is not to be overlooked, as’ 
Greenberg notes, his subjects are 
pretty young and “their views are 
not as lax as they may become in 
a few years.” And, as the Kin- 
sey report noted, there is a wide 
disproportion between attitude 
and practice in U. S. life.

Appreciate the stand of the Minnesota rabbis who after 
next February will no longer officiate at weddings held outside 
of the synagogue or home, it might be well to emphasize the dif. 
ference between the civil and (Jewish) religious ceremonies, 
The whole difference can be summed up in the one sentence 
“Be thou consecrated unto me,” spoken by the Jewish bridegroom 
to his bride. 





ment between two partners entering business to. 
gether. If either partner feels the other hasn't 
lived up to the contract, he feels free to break off 
the partnership. 

The religious service, on the other hand, re. 
minds us of two persons who are starting out to. 
gether on a noble enterprise and seek not only to 
work together but to inspire and encourage and 
sacrifice one for the other. 

_ Some of the details of the Jewish ceremony 
described by Rabbi Morris Max in his pamphlet “The Jewish con. 
cept of Marriage” illustrates our Jewish point of view. 


SIGNIFICANTLY, THE JEWISH TERM FOR MARRIAGE 
itself is “Chupah (canopy) and Kiddushin (sanctification of conse. 
eration). In those two words the Jewish people has incorporated 
its sacred concept of marriage, which is different from that of any 
other people,” writes Rabbi Max. 

“What is the Chupah?” he continues. “It is a piece of cloth 
set up above the heads of bride and groom on four posts. This 
cloth, usually blue, has a star or a moon and stars designed on it, 
It is a symbol of the heavens above. The heavens are, so to speak, 
brought directly above the heads of the young people as if to say 
te them: This new phase of life which you are about to enter upon 
is one that you should not be ashamed of. It has the sanction 
of God.” . 

(In the newly-revised edition of “Daily Prayer Book,” writ- 
ten by the late chief rabbi of the British Empire, Dr. Joseph 
H. Hertz, the term kiddushin, as applied to marriage, is defined 
as the hallowing of two human beings to. life’s holiest pur- 
poses). 

The idea of Kiddushin is brought out when “after both the 
bridegroom and bride drink of the same cup of wine, the groom 
places the ring upon the forefinger of the bride’s hand and says: 
behold thou are consecrated (or sanctified) unto me by this ring 
according to the law of Moses and Israel.” 

When the bride and groom drink from the same cup of 
wine it “is a symbolic expression of their pledge and determin- 
ation to share the cup of fife equally.” 

The custom of the bridegroom breaking a glass at the close 
of the ceremony was “originally instituted, in accordance with the 
passage in the Psalms (2, 11): Rejoice with trembling, to prevent 
excessive joy that might lead to license, later became interpreted 
as a reminder of the destruction of the temple in Jerusalem.” 


TWO OTHER CUSTOMS WHICH ADD to the solemnity and 
holiness of the occasion are that of the couple fasting on the wed- 





ding day until after the ceremony, and their reading, sometime ' 


before the ceremony “selected passages (the “ahl chait”’) from 
the penitential service of the Day of Atonement.” 

Entering marriage with this spirit of dedication must result in 
wholesome and stronger family ties. One of the quotations in Rabbi 
Max’s booklet is from Prof. H. A. Woodruff, called by Rabbi Max 
“an unbiased Christian” whose comments bear this out. Says 
Prof. Woodruff: 

“One very strong element in Jewish culture which differen- 
tiates it from modern Christian culture is the cohesiveness of 
the Hebrew family ... Modern living conditions are sometimes 
blamed for the so-called break-up of the American home. It 
is significant, however, that the solidarity of the Jewish home 
has triumphed over the necessities of cliff-dwelling. One is led 
therefore to suspect that there is an essenitial difference in 
the domestic relationships of Jewish and Christian families. 
From what I have observed, the family ties in a Jewish home 
are much stronger than in a Christian home. This may prove 
to be the greatest contribution of the Jew in modern life.” 

And if the Minnesota rabbis feel that all this is worth fighting 
for, they are more than right.

BROOKLYN—The Jewish and Catholic co-chairmen of the 
Brooklyn chapter of the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews resigned this week in protest against plans for a benefit foot- 


pall game on a Sunday. 


The Rev. Dr. J. Henry Carpenter, Protestant co-chairman, re- 


resigned Nov. 10, explaining that 
fnancial agents of the national 
affice of the Round Table had 
announced the benefit fame for 
Nov. 28 at a meeting he did not 
attend. 

The plan called for sales of 
tickets for a game between the 
Baltimore Colts and the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers at Ebbets Field. 
The other two co-chairman 
were Justice Matthew Troy, 2 
Roman Catholic, and Oscar A. 
Lewis, a Jewish attorney. 

In a statement signed by all 
three explaining their action, 
they said that the Brooklyn 
Round Table was organized 17 
years ago and that the three had 
worked since for better under- 
standing between people of the 
three faiths. 


Won’t Understand 

They said the resignation 
“was brought about by a failure 
over a period of years of, the 
national office to give proper 
recognition to Brooklyn.” 

“The latest demonstration of 
this attitude of the national offi- 
ce occured his past week when 
letters went out to Brooklyn peo- 
ple without full clearance and 
complete understanding of the 
Brooklyn Round Table,” “the 
statement said. 

The statement said that in pre- 
senting the idea, the financial 
agents of the national office did 
ot specifically point out that the 
day was Sunday and that “such 
sale of tickets for a Sunday foot- 
ball game commercializes this 
holy day and is obnoxious to all 
Christians and to deeply religious 
people everywhere.”

The Assembly, acting on rec- 
ommendations of ‘both its so- 
cial and administrative com- 
mittees, decided that $29,500,000 
was needed to aid the Arabs and 
adopted a resolution authoriz- 
ing Secretary General Trygvie 

Lie to advance immediately 

$5,000,000 from the working 
fund of the UN. 

The resolution provided that the 
cost of such help must be repaid 
by volutary governmental offer- 
ings. The British and French del- 
egations announced their coun- 
tries planned to make immediate 
advancements. Both countries 
have major imperial stakes in the 
Moslem world. 

The resolution was approved af- 
ter Dr. Ralph Bunche, acting UN 
mediator for Palestine, said the 
refugee situation was critical. 

The Assembly also authorized 
Lie to name a UN director of re- 
lief for the Palestinian refugees, 
to assume direct responsibility for 
basic planning and handling of the 
relief program.

EFULTE fish is only one of the many traditional ways of boil- 
ing fish, so that some general instructions on “boiled fish” are 


worth noting. 


“BOILED” 

Fish should not be boiled, but should be simmered until done in 
water kept just below the boiling point. Boiling not only causes the 
flesh to fall apart, but also actually toughens it. Lean fish are 
fat fish for cooking in water, because they have less 
tendency to fall apart. A little salt and vinegar (or lemon juice) 
added to the water will help keep the flesh firm. It will also whiten 
and add flavor to it. Use just enough water to cover the fish, and 
add about 1 teaspoon salt and 1 tablespoon vinegar for each quart 
of water. However, vinegar should not be added to water in which 


preferable 


salmon is cooked. 


The water in which fish is placed to cook may be either cold or 
hot, but should not be boiling. Particularly if the fish is to be cooked 
whole, it should not be placed in boiling water, because that will 
cause its skin to break. The water should be boiled with spices and 
vegetables for some time before the fish is added, until the water is 
well flavored. It should then be allowed to drop below the boiling 
point, and the fisn added. The addition of the fish will further reduce 
the temperature of the water, but it can again be brought quickly to 
just below the boiling point, and the fish then simmered until done. 
In the case of fisn balls, however, where egg is uSed to bind the mix- 
ture, the balls should be droped into boiling water, and the water 
should be allowed to boil a moment or two so that the egg may set. 

For convenience in handling a whole fish, or a large piece of fish, 
and to avoid the danger of breaking it, wrap the fish in cheese-cloth 
or tie it in a cloth bag. Or place the-fish on a plate and then wrap or 
tie the whole. This will prevent the danger of burning the fish. 
Smaller pieces of fish may also be cooked in this way, or may be 


FISH 


cooked in a strainer, or may be placed directly into the water. 


The fish is ready when a fin can be pulled out easily, or when 


the flesh flakes easily and is firm and leaves the bones. 

And we suggest one specific recipe: 
BOILED FISH WITH CREAM SAUCE 

1 cup sweet cream 

1 tablespoon butter 

1 tablespoon flour 

1 tablespoon cold milk 

salt and pepper 

2 hard-cooked eggs 

chopped parsley 


3 pounds fish, whole 

1 celery root, cut up 

1 sprig parsley, cut up 
1 onion, sliced 

hot water to cover 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon vinegar 


Line bottom of pot with pieces of celery and parsley and slices of 
onion, lay fiish over this, add hot water to cover, and salt and vine. 
gar. Bring to boiling point, and let simmer until fish is done. Remove 
fish, but keep hot. Sauce: Scald the cream, add butter, blend fiour 
and milk, and add to hot cream. Let cook, stirring constantly, about 
5 minutes until smooth and thick. Add salt and pepper. Pour over 
fish. Garnish: separate whites and yolks of hard-cooked eggs, and 
rice separately. Garnish fish with alternate rows of riced white and 


yolk, and surround with an oval of chopped parsley.

For Over 62 Years Leaders In 
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The Editor's Chair 

It must have been one of those 
combinations of fortuitous cir- 
cumstances, but my visit to Bran- 
deis University last Monday will 
be one of the days that I'll al- 
ways rernember. 


When I got to the biennial of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations in Boston, I ex- 
pected to find that a tour of the 
Brandeis campus had been ar- 
ranged, because Dr. Joseph Rauch 
had told me that he had made 
just that suggestion to Dr. Sac- 
har. 

I found out that the powers that 
be wouldn’t place the tour on the 
program. Yet, my visit was the 
highlight of my stay in Boston, 
and it was an experience, a deep- 
ly religious experience I may say, 
which I probably will never for- 
get. 

That Dr. Sachar personally con- 
duted us on the tour may have 
been the chief reason that it bé- 
came a memorable occasion, but 
that may or may not have been, 
and it doesn’t make that much 
difference. In our party were Rab- 
bi Philip Bernstein, of Rochester, 
and Rabbi Herbert Friedman, of 
Denver, who because he was with 
Rabbi Bernstein in Europe and 
saw him stand unflinchingly be- 
fore General Clay and the other 
top brass, adores him. 

In the thirty-minute drive out 
to the Waltham Campus, Dr. 
Sachar went through a grilling by 
Rabbi Bernstein which made it 
necessary for me only to write 
down the answers. Rabbi Bern- 
stein’s questions were incisive 
and he was concerned with the 
Jewish contribution that Brandeis 
could or would make, so I got all 
the. answers you're concerned 
about, and that I wanted to know 
about. 

Dr. Sachar is keeping a level 
head on this matter, and I'll give 
you his answers later, because 


like a newspaperman I don’t want _ 


to go into the philosophical as- 
pects of the new university, until 
I've given you something to read 
about on a plane less high. 

The school pays the highest 
salaries to its faculty of any 
school in the United States bar 
none, Dr. Sachar said. This 
ranges from $4,000 minimum for 
instructors to $9-12,000 for full 
professors. The business men on 
the board were so shocked when 
they heard what some schools 
were paying their top faculty 
men, that they decided (I won- 
der if Dr. Sachar wasn’t just giv- 
ing credit to others for a decis- 
ion of,his own) to give the profes- 
sors a living wage, and freedom 
from cares So that they could de- 
vote all their time and thought to 
the new school. The salary scale 
of some schools reaches as high 
as that of Brandeis U., but none 
strats with the $4,000 level for 
instructors. 

There are just 119 members 
of the student body, and this is 
according to plan. Dr. Sachar 
said that 400 applications were 
received, but the plan was te ad- 
mit only 125 in the first fresh- 
man class which he calls the 
pilot class. Dr, Sachar said no 


transfers were accepted, since it 
is his plan to move slowly, year 
by year, admitting more to the 
freshman class each of the first 
four years until the student body 
reached 1,200 after four years. 
The fifth year, the first graduate 
class will be started, probably 
in the field of arts and sciences, 
and the medical school will not 
even be attempted until the nec- 
essary $5-6,000,000 is available. 
Through all of Dr. Sachar’s an- 
swers and even as he spoke with 
infectious: enthusiasm without 
any questions from us, it was ob- 
vious that the standards of 
Brandeis would always be the 
highest and that no consideration 
would be important enough to 
interfere with keeping Brandeis 
U. on level of the purest academ- 
ic search for the truth. 


When the student body reaches 
1,200, the faculty will number 
125, retaining the present ratio of 
ten students to a professor. This 
is called the tutorial system. At 
the 1,200 level, which is the pres- 
ent school and dining room capac- 
ity, the annual budget will be 
from $500-600,000 annually. 

There is no financial problem. 
And Dr. Sachar who could have 
been expected to spend all our 
time telling us how he would 
raise a $15,000,000 endowment, 
hardly touched on the financial 
phase; and the truth of the mat- 
ter is that there probably won’t 
really be any financial problem. 
The school raised $1,200,000 (in 
and around Boston, I presume) 
at several dinners, and still has 
about half of that amount left, 
the other half having been ex- 
pended in preparing the 100-acre 
campus of the old Middlesex Uni- 
versity for the new school. And 
here too I could gointo economics 
over what has been done. Suf- 
fice to say that the accomoda- 
tiens are the best I’ve seen on 
any campus anywhere, and I’m 
no neophyte at this campus stuff, 
because my avocation used to be 
architecture and I’ve been on 
every campus east of the Missis- 
sippi, if I could at ali get any- 
where near it. 

The reason only about $500,000 
was spent getting the place in 
shape was that everything was 
contributed except labor. The ar- 
chitects, the furniture, and ev- 
erything came free from 
Boston Jewry. In fact, Dr. Sach- 
ar explained that they already, 
with no campaign ever having 
been put on, have more scholar- 
ships. than there are students 
who can use them. Not that more 
won’t be needed as the student 
body is enlarged, but just that 
sisterhoods, auxiliaries, etc., have 
all come forward to help the new 
institution. 

The most interesting part of 
the school, as of any school, is 
the student body, and it was grat- 
ifying as it was surprising to 
find the student body, just like 
any student body. One of the 
girls at the girls’ dormitory was 
bemoaning the fact that she had 
just flunked her examination in 
some subject, which is rather 
characteristic, if I know my 
schools, 

The students’ rooms are really 
something to see. They are fitted 
out in the best of taste, full of 
airlight, and ideal. But it is the 
students’ lounge and dining room 
which the the prize of the school. 
I'm sorry I can’t describe them to 
you, since this is going to be too 
long as is, but the meals cost 
55 cents, and they can’t be 
equalled anywhere. 

Half the student body” now is 
female. No one knows how many 
are Jewish, since that question

- Democratic JDA Meeting And Some Observations 


HE annual convention of the National 

council of the Joint Defense Appeal of the 
American Jewish Committee and the Anti-De- 
famation League of B’nai B'rith at Cleveland 
last week-end was as democratic a Jewish meet- 
ing as ever conducted in the U. S. 

Every possible opportunity for free expres- 
sion was given the members of the national 
council, and there was no attempt to withhold 
any information, or any maneuvering to deprive 
anyone of his full opportunity to get anything 
off his chest he wanted to. 

This was a body of supporters of these two 
important civic defense agencies, and in their 
considered judgment the amount of $6,800,000 
would be needed to adequately finance their two 
agencies for the year 1949. This quota, which 
will be sought from the U. S. Jewish commu- 
nity, was approved despite the fact that: the pres- 
ent 1948 goal of $6,104,540 was not reached, the 
drive falling more than a million dollars short. 

All this is to the good. But these were not 
representatives of local communities who made 
the decision, although it must be said that many 
of the members of the national council of the 
JDA are influential and active workers in these 
communities. 

As in the case of all national agencies, the 
JDA sets its own quotas. In this respect the 
national council of the JDA was following es- 
tablished practice in the Jewish community. 

Whether that practice is good or bad is not 
the point of this editorial, The Post has criti- 
cized the JDA in the past for attempting 
through its publicity to lend the impression that 
its quota was established not by its own fund- 
raising arm, but by the Jewish community as

There is one other loose end in the civic de 
fense field, and that is in connection with the 
NCRAC. This agency was set-up in order tg 
bring some sort of order out of the competition 
and fighting between the four civic defense 
agencies. (Even as between the two members of 
the JDA there is competition and considerable 
waste). The NCRAC has made some pro 
but hardly anyone is satisfied with its achieve. 
ments to date. The four civic defense agencies 
work for the American Jewish community, 
which supplies it with its funds to operate. But 
when it comes to programming and policies, 
each agency is a separate entity, and thus far 
responsible to no one but its own national or. 
ganization. 

In the past there has been some criticism of 
the JDA for withholding information about its 
budget. That criticism is no longer valid. De 
tailed and itemized budgets were available to 
anyone who cared to pick them up at Cleveland, 
Nothing was hidden. And that is as it should be,

Rapprochement of Reform And Conservatism 


ABBI James G. Heller’s suggestion of a 

rapprochement between Reform and Con- 
servatism in the U. S. will be scoffed at in many 
circles, but this is a positive move in the right 
direction—for if an American type of Judaism 
is to evolve, leaders of the two movements will 
have to be spading the ground of public opinion 
by just such startling statements as that of Dr. 
Heller. 

Rabbi Heller is no head-in-the-clouds idealist. 
He is a realist with his feet planted solidly on 
the ground. He knows the difficultiés inkerent in 
any attempt to try to bring two of the three 
branches of U. S. Judaism together, yet he be- 


lieves that the two are so close together now, 
that only vested interests are in the way of a4 
real merging. 

In many communities today, especially in the 

small communities, there are no three divisions, 
but only two—the Orthodox on the one hand 
and the Reform or Conservative on the other 
hand. 
Rabbi Heller is not merely a cross-roads rabbi, 
He’s a leader in the Reform movement. His 
words should be foltowed by a like suggestion 
frem a forward-thinking Conservative rabbi 
But in all probability the only response will be 
one of criticism.

ACOB S. Manheimer, vice president of Ro- 
deph Sholom Congregation, in New York, 
without realizing it perhaps, touches upon the 
vital necessity of making synagogue atten- 
dance fashionable if ever it is to become the 
norm again in Jewish life.

The newspapers recently pub- 
lished a statement by Dr. Abba 
Hillel Silver opposing the boycott 
of British goods and services. 


I write this reply not only as 
pead of an organization which 
supports the boycott, but as one 
who for many years has been 
combatting the Zionist leader- 
ship’s attempt to suppress the 
will of their followers, by means 
of narrow and undemocratic pro- 
cedures. As president of the Jew- 
ish Action Committee and as a 
governing member of its affiliate 
organizations, I have taken an 
unremitting part in the fight for 
freedom of expression, because I 
pelieve that the rank and file of 
the American Zionists is com- 
posed of intelligent men and wom- 
en who may be trusted to decide 
for themselves what may fitly 
be acted upon. 

To be more concrete, the fact 
is that the boycott has been wide- 
ly acclaimed throughout the Jew- 
ish population as a measure that 
deals earnestly and effectively 
with the most serious onslaught 
on the Jewish people and peace 
in general, British imperialism.

is irrelevant to the boycott de- 
cision, which is the subject of 
this letter .But I think not. It is 
all of a piece, all part of state of 
mind in high places that denies 
to the people freedom of expres- 
sion and the right to judge for 
themselves. 
I consider it of great import- 
ance to call the attention of the 
Jewish public to this condition 
of affairs. 
The boycott movement will not, 
under any circumstances, trim its 
sails on any account, let alone 
of the whim or prejudice of Zion- 
ist officials.

I should like to make it clear 
that in my presentation I was 
putting forward a wholly per- 
sonal view of the direction in 
which I believe organized Jewish 
life in this country must move in 
the future. I emphasized at the 
outset that my remarks were en- 
tirely personal and not made in 
the name of the organization 
with which I am associated. 


I expect shortly to publish the 
essence of what I attempted to 
say in the Chicago discussion. At 
that time, I hope I may claim 
some of your valuable space for 
a more adequate report of my 
views. But I may add for the 
present that in direct response 
to one question, I said, “If the 
Zionist leaders wire me tomor- 
Tow that as a result of my argu- 
Ments tonight they are dissolving 
their organization, I would wire 
back at once, ‘For goodness sake 
don’t.’ There are vast political 
tasks which the Zionist Organiza- 
tions must carry on, and until 
the community evolves a more 
adesuate form of organization 
for its total Jewish responsibili- 
ties, these groups must continue 
to discharge these tasks. I em- 
Phasized as well the fact that 
there are now scores of institu- 
tions and organizations attempt- 
ing to mobilize material aid for 
Israel, and that their duplication 
and competition were seriously 
impairing the functions they 
Were seeking to serve. 

Nor did I suggest, as your re-

The school is shut tight on 
Saturdays and all Jewish holi- 
days. The school is non-sectarian 
as you know, but the motif is 
Jewish, There is available strict- 
ly kosher meals, but so far Dr. 
Sachar said no one has asked 
for them. No ham or pork prod- 
ucts are used in the meals. 

The Jewish motif shows up in 


the curriculum, which ineludes 
Hebrew as a modern language 
(the enrollment here is quite 


large Dr. Sachar said) in the li- 
brary, in the paintings, and in 
the occasional notice here and 
there of a Jewish War Veterans 
post dance, etc., the no school on 
Saturday and on Jewish holidays, 
and the general circumstances 
surrounding Brendeis as a Jew- 
ish-supported institution. 

The campus is out in the hills, 
and Dr. Sachar describes it as a 
country-club atmosphere. Which 
brings to me such mundane mat- 
ters as cost for the students. For 
a toal of $1,350 a year, a student 
can go through Brandeis; meals, 
room, tuition, clothing, Dr. Sach- 
ar told us of one girl, who came 
to him with the desire to matric- 
ulate, who had no money what- 
soever. She’s on the campus now, 
and he says she’s one of the 
finest pupils. 

No one can get an idea of 
Brandeis U., without spending a 
few hours on the campus of this 
all-Jewish University. You see 
the boys and girls in the lounge 
room, and at meals, and you go 
through the dormitories and you 
feel like you’re back on your own 
campus, where students have 
been graduating since 1795, 

Those who are concerned with 
whether Brandeis will truly be 
Jewish, have Dr. Sachar as the 
best answer for their fears. He 
doesn’t believe that Brandeis U. 
will affect the problem of dis- 
crimination directly, or at all. He 
does believe however, that a 
school with no discrimination at 
all, and with scholarship the 
only criteria will show up the 
other schools, and make them un- 
comfortable. The fight against 
discrimination in schools, Dr. 
Sachar believes will have to be 
carried on in each school, 

But he does give weight to the 
concept that Jews as a group have 
made no contribution to higher 
education, in the same form that 
the Protestants have established 
some 600 universities and the 
Catholics some 200-odd. He be- 
lieves that Brandeis will in no 
way balance the score, but it will 
be an evidence of the Jews’ in- 
terest as Jews in education on 
the highest level. And it is for 
this reason that Dr. Sachar knows 
Brandeis must maintain only the 
highest standards. 

He told us that this new 
job of his is a second part of his

life. Dr. Sachar has already made 
his contribution to the American 
Jewish community, and this new 
work of his is in itself a whole 
new career.

Austrian Nazi Killers 
Get Light Sentences 


VIENNA—(WNS)—T'‘wo Aus- 
trian Nazi leaders who participat- 
ed in the liquidation of hundreds 
of Jews, were sentenced here to 
one year prison terms. 

One of the defendants, Franz 
Langmueller, was a former Nazi 
commander of the Austrian con- 
centration camp at Lachenbach, 
where 287 Jews were murdered. 
His property, which had previous- 
ly been confiscated, has been re- 
turned to him. 

The other defendant is Oscar 
Batlett, former SS leader, who 
in 1938 spearheaded a pogrom 
on Jews in this city. Batlett had 
been in hiding until recently, 
when he returned to Vienna and 
registered with the police. 

His first act on returning to 
Vienna was a demand on a busi- 
ness firm which formerly be- 
longed to a Jew named Bazler, 
Bazler’s firm had been confiscat- 
ed by the Nazis, who later mur- 
dered him. Batlett, who was ap- 
pointed trustee of Bazler’s pro- 
perty, is now the owner of the 
murdered Jew’s property.

FCC FINALLY ORDERS HEARING. 
ON BIAS CHARGES IN KMPC CASE Shorts = 


By CHARLOTTE WEBER 


WASHINGTON—(JTA)—After considerable delay the Federal 
Communications Commission has decided to hold open hearings in 
the case of G. A. Richards. owner of station KMPC in Los Angeles 
who has been charged with ordering KMPC Broadcasts slanted in an 


anti-Semitic manner. 

The case has been before the 
Commission since early this year 
when on Feb. 28 the Radio News 
Club of Los Angeles filed a for- 
mal complaint with the FCC 
against Richard’s policies in run- 
ning KMPC. 

Three members of the Radio 
News Club had been employed by 
Richards. In sworn statements 
and using photostatic copies of 
letters that Richards allegedly 
wrote to one of them they at- 
tempted to show how Richards 
had directed the newsroom poli- 
cies at KMPC. 

Hammer the Jews 

“In general Mr. Richards told 
me many times to seek news 
items derogatory to the New 
Deal, as he always referred to the 
Truman-administration,” former 
KMPC_ newsroom manager 
George Lewin wrote in a sworn 
statement. “He told me to plug 
always for General MacArthur 
and Tom Dewey and to keep 
hammering at the Jews, who are, 
he said all Communists.” 

Lewin added that in December 
1947 Richads had ordered him 
to stop using stories about 
events in Palestine because 
publicizing the situation “would 
give aid and comfort to Jews 
and Communists.” 

The American Jewish Congress, 
the CIO, Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, and the American 
Federation of Radio Artists all 
urged that the charges be inves- 
tigated and that hearings be held. 
The Congress and the CIO urged 
that KMPC’s license be revoked 
should the charges prove true. 

The Commission, on March 19, 
then ordered that an investigation 
be made of KMPC and of two 

other stations owned by Richards, 
WGAR in Cleveland and WJR in 
Detroit, to determine whether 
hearings should be held.

Some Action Finally 

In September, although it was 
learned that the staff of inves- 
tigators had completed their work 
and had recommended that hear- 
ings be held, the Commission 
maintained complete and stony 
silence on the matter. Finally, 

nearly three months later, the 
Commission announced that the 
investigation had turned up “ad- 
ditional information . . . tending 
to substantiate the information 
submitted by the Radio News 
Club” and that hearings would 
be held. 

The Commission ordered that 
the hearings should determine, 

among other things, whether 
Richards had at any time issued 
directives to his staff “to dis- 
criminate in any manner in the 
programming of station KMPC, 
WJR, and WGAR, in favor of 
the private, political, social and 
economic views and interests of 
G. A. Richards.” 

Should the FFC rule ‘that 
Richards has been guilty of the 
charges brought against him “it 
might then undertake to revoke 
his license. One of the three sta- 
tions involved, WGAR in Cleve- 
land, has, as a matter of fact, 
alresdv had two temporary ex- 
tensions of license “pending the 
outcome of the investigation.” 
Before the Cornmission could 
move to withdraw KMPC’s li- 
cense, however, new proceedings 
would have to be started, hear- 
ings held, and the decision ren- 
dered Thus, it is likely. to be 
months before the final outcome 
is known.

Daniel Frisch Vigorous Opponent 
Of Any Socialist State In Israel 


INDIANAPOLIS — If Daniel 
Frisch wins the presidency of the 
Jionist Organization of America, 
the world’s largest Zionist organ- 
ation will be headed by a lead- 
er opposed on principle to any 
form of a socialist state in Is- 
rael. 

But that position would not 
stop the ZOA vice president from 
giving his support to a 
socialist government in 
Israel freely chosen by 
the citizens of Israel, he 
told The National Jew- 





jsh Post, 

The stocky, 51-year-old Jewish 
leader, long one of the most con- 
troversial figures in Zionist life, 
would like to see in the Jewish 
State a social order similar to 


the New Deal “at its best.” Con- 
sidering himself a middle of the 
road thinker, ‘he is against a so- 
tialist state, on the one hand, 
and equally opposed to an un- 
checked capitalist order, on the 
other. 

The possibility of a socialist so- 
dety, nevertheless, gets this re- 
sponse from Frisch: 

“It is not for me to accept 
or reject anything that the cit- 
izens of Israel decide for them- 
selves and concerning support 
of such a society, Israel can do 
no wrong as far as I am con- 
cerned.” 

But that was not the whole 
story, for Frisch added: “I would 
not be happy if such was the case 
because I believe the Jews pour- 
ing into Palestine must be given 
arespite from regimentation, and 
also because I believe Israel 
needs and needs badly at this 
juncture private capital which 
would not be forthcoming if a 
confiscatory system of govern- 
ment was in power.” 


What About Interference? 

On the current debate over 
Zioninst participation in Israel 
activities, Frisch in principle op- 
poses any interference by any 
Zionist party in the new repub- 
le’s internal affairs. In practice, 
ke feels the general Zionists 
should not be laggards in pushing 
their program as long as the 
ther Zionist parties push theirs.

Himself a 
staunch believer in Jewish tradi- 
tion, he would like to see a mid- 
dle-of-the-road course which 
would neither offend the deeply 
religious nor regiment those who 
feel otherwise. 

He flatly denies charges—made 
largely by the opposition Commit- 
tee for Progressive Zionism—that 
the ZOA is not democratically op- 
erated. In proof, he points to the 
structure of its governing ma- 
chinery. But he also favors some 
changes to make the machinery 
more democratic. 


Important Views 

These views would be impor- 
tant coming from any Zionist of 
Frisch's stature. He is vice 
chairman of the ZOA inner com- 
mittee, a member of its adminis- 
trative council and its executive 
the three groups that actually 
run the huge ZOA, 

But more than that, Frisch is 
also regarded as a likely pros- 
pect to succeed Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann as president. In the 
NJP interview, he did not deny 
his interest and readiness to 
accept the presidency if it 
came his way. He puts it this 
way: “I believe that few men 
in the service of the cause 
could prove immune to thecall 
of higher responsibilities.” 


It will be noted that—except 
perhaps for Frisch’s vigorous en- 
dorsement of the Histadruth—his 
stand represents the official Gen 
eral Zionist position.

Frisch’s open hostility to any- 
thing he regards as a threat to 
personal freedom, has led foes 
of the ZOA to identify him with 
the right wing in Zionist politics. 
When the issue was fought out 
at the 51st annual convention in 
Pittsburgh, a quotation from 
Frisch was cifed as proof of such 
identification. He was accused— 
without being named—of having 
called the present labor leader- 
ship of Israel “Red Marxists.” 

The record showed _ that 
Frisch did not say it and that 
the complications flowed not 
So much from a specific state- 
ment as much as it did from 
Frisch’s flair for the colorful, 
if not too exact phrase. 

The controversial statement 
was made at the December, 1947 
meeting of the Administrative 
Council in New York, and here 
is what Frisch said: 


Getting It- Pat 

“Interwoven in the blue and 
white flag of ours is the spirit 
of our prophets, sages and mar- 
tyrs, which spirit and concepts 
of life afford us as broad a field 
as we would wish for social ex- 
perimentation with our little 
state and we need not and should 
not borrow from the non-Jewish 
world and Carl Marx, the Red 
Flag as the symbol of such ex- 
perimentation.” 

Frisch certainly is at least vul- 
nerable to the criticism that a 
little more concreteness in his 
language would stop a lot of de- 
bate in Zionist polemics. 

With one exception, his 
endorsement and support of the 
Histadruth was unqualified: 

“I believe that the Histadruth 
as a trade union body is not 
only a necessity but a blessing 
to Israel. However, I do not be- 
lieve that its activities should be 
of a nature that may be consid- 
ered as interfering with private 
enterprise, I advocated and advo- 
cate that the strengthening of the 
material resources of the Hista- 
druth which embodies the over- 
whelming majority of Israe] la- 
bor is one of the primary respon- 
sibilities of Jews outside of Is- 
rael,” 

The CPZ has made a major is- 
issue out of charges that the 
ZOA is dominated by a small 
inner clique and that its opera- 
tions are far from democratic. 
Says Frisch: “I deny it and I 
accuse those who make such 
charges that they do so chiefly 
for the purpose of fishing in 
troubled waters.” 

What’s the proof? The ZOA, 
says Frisch, is run by three gov- 
erning bodies. The administrative 
council is made up of 120 mem- 
bers, 100 of whom are elected by 
Zionist regions in accordance 
with their numerical _ strength.

The Israeli Government scored a brilliant

United Nations delegates admitted

Ordered to leave the Negev and 
withdraw to positions held Oct.

Under the agreement, the Israe- 
li promised to withdraw all extra 
forces sent into the Negev for the 
October campaign. But they also 
insisted on retaining those forces

Five are 
chosen at the annual ZOA con- 
vention and the other five by the 
president, subject to approval by 
the Administrative Council. 

The powerful inner commit- 
tee is made up of members 
designated by the president, 
who usually submits his nomi- 
nees to the executive, though 
he doesn’t have to do so. Inner 
committee actions, especially 
those having to do with policy, 
are subject to approval by the 
Executive and Administrative 
Council. 

“I leave it to you to point out 
any public body which is more 
democratically chosen,” the iron- 
grey-haired Zionist leader said. 
“The tenure of office of the pres- 
ident and of the chairman of the 
administrative council is limited 
to two consecutive terms of one 
year each.” 

It may be noted parenthetically 
that Frisch, as chairman of a 
committee for the job, led the 
fight to limit office-holding in 
that fashion. Moreover, he favors 
a further limitation, providing 
that except for past presidents, 
membership in a revolving execu- 
tive should be limited to a pe- 
riod of no more than four con- 
secutive terms of one year each. 
As matters stand now, members 
of the executive—with proper 
support—can be re-elected each 
year for what amounts to a life 
membership. He also favors the 
same limitation for other officers 
of the organization.

NEW YORK—(WNS)—The lib- 
eral daily, the “New York Post- 
Home News,” in a report from its 
Washington correspondent, Wii- 
liam O. Player, Jr., reported this 
week that it was in possession of 
evidence sustaining the charge 
that Britain violated her UN com- 
mitments in the Palestine truce 
by providing huge quantities of 
arms to the Arabs. 

The paper said it was not priv- 
ileged to divulge the sources from: 
which it obtained the information, 
but it cited instances of violations 
from June to September of this 
year. In addition to these charges 
the paper disclosed that the gov- 
ernment of Pakistan recently 
sought to buy from the US 200 
twin-engine fighter planes, which 
it said, were to be turned over to 
the Arab States. 

The deal fell through because 
the Arabs didn’t have enough 
American dollars, and because 
too many agents were “involved 
in the deal.”

JEWISH WOMEN URGED TO ORGANIZE 
AS CONSUMERS TO WATCH KASHRUT 


ATLANTIC CITY—A proposal that Jewish women in every 
community form consumers unions to check on the cost and 
proper supervision of kosher foods was made this week by 
Rabbi David Aronson of Minneapolis, president of the Rabbini- 
cal Assembly.

Slander Israel 

LONDON— (WNS) — Catholic 
and Protestant publications here 
have been conducting recently a 
strong campaign for the inter- 
nationalization of Jerusalem. 

A number of those publications 
earried atrocity propaganda 
against the Jewish state, accus- 
ing Israel of having desecrated 
sacred places and appropriating 
Arab property. 

In a letter to the “London 
Times,” the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury charged that if the Jews 
were given New Jerusalem now 
they would later demand the old 
city as well. Chief Rabbi Dr. 
Israel Brody, replied that the 
Archbishop’s fears were unfound- 
ed. 

At the same time an Israeli 
representative in England, Jo- 
seph Linton, published a letter in 
the “London Times,” asking the 
Archbishop of Canterbury why 
the Church leaders failed to pro- 
test when Abdullah’s Legion- 
naires bombarded Jerusalem and 
exposed hundreds of thousands 
of Jews in Jerusalem to starva- 
tion. Linton pointed out that 
now that Israel has emerged as 
victor, the churchmen have 
turned against tne Jewish State.

Of Jews Or Democracy, His Writings Reveal

British-American poet who has been named this 
year’s winner of the Nobel prize for Literature, 
is no friend of either Jews or democracy, it was 
charged this week. 

Harold U. Ribalow, managing editor of the

LY, said that the Nonel prize-winner’s views are 
largely contained in his writings. 

“On the basis of these writings it is not un- 
fair to say Eliot is deeply biased against Jews 
and against democracy,” Ribalow said. “. . . 
throughout his poetry there are disparaging re- 
marks about Jews, ugly descriptive passages 
about so-called Jewish characteristics.” 

Ribalow said that in a series of lectures at 
the University of Virginia, delivered in 1938, 
when Hitler was first assuming power, Eliot 
discussed current trends and among other 
things he said: 

“The population should ‘be homogeneous; 
where two or more cultures exist in the same 


conscious or both to become adulterate. What 
is still more important is unity of religious 
background; and reasons of race and religion 
combine to make any large number of free- 
thinking Jews undesirable. ..,. And a spirit 
of excessive tolerance is to be depreciated.” 

Ribalow said that Eliot not only disliked the 
idea of a “large number of free thinking Jews” 
and “excessive tolerance” but he stressed in his 
various writings that “the poet is no more con- 
cerned with the social consequences than is the 
scientist in his laboratory.” 

Bvt, Ribalow reported, Eliot himself seems 
to have left his intellectual tower to approve of 
the “order and authority” of Fascism. He liked 
the idea of Action Francaise, the French Fas- 
cist organization which hated Leon Blum. 
Among Eliot’s literary and ideological friends 
were Ezra Pound and Charles Maurras, the first 
a lover of Italian Fascism, the second a 
Vichyite, Ribalow said.

Egyptians Grab 
Negev Terrifory 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The latest 
Security Council order for Israeli 
and Egyptian withdrawal in the 
Negev appeared threatened this 
week by a swift advance of Egyp- 
tian forces into territory yielded 
by the Jewish army. 

An Israeli army spokesman, an- 
nouncing that a stiff protest had 
been lodged with Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam Riley, chief of staff of 
United Nations mediator Ralph 
Bunche, said no counter action 
had been taken “yet.” 

The army spokesman charg- 
ed also that the Egyptians sup- 
ported their push with heavy 
shelling of two Jewish settle- 
ments. 

The strategy of the move in 
the coastal plain was clear, ob- 
servers said. The Egyptians 
sought to seize positions to pre- 
vent an Israeli bid to bisect a 
pocket of trapped Egyptians 
south of Gaza. 

An Israeli spokesman said 
that was less important than 
another possibility. He said 
the move also could be regard- 
ed as an Egyptian bid to con- 
solidate its coastal flank for a 
drive up the coast toward Beer- 
sheba. 

Beersheba, now held by the Is- 
raeli despite an order of the Se- 
curity Council to evacuate it, is 
the only link the Egyptians have 
with their forces south of Jeru- 
salem.
